She did not blame this 
happening on any strange odor or 
flavor but directly on the egg. Soon 
she recovered; the effect does not 
linger too long or cause any harm 
beyond immediate discomort. 
Now she will pick an egg off the 
flqor, carry it about the basement 
but is very, very careful not to 
break it. 
Pat, a pointer pup, first learned 
to kill chickens by playing with 
them. He had as much fun chasing 
them as kids do playing touch ball, 
but the game had to stop or Pat 
had to go.
